Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U.S. Patent No. 6,696,834 to Kou et al. v U.S. Patent No. 5,600,243 to Colclough, 
and U.S. Patent No. 5,523,686 to Kirtley et al. all teach prior art antenna probe 
configurations. However, with respect to independent claim 1, Kou, Colclough, and 
Kirtley, as well as the other prior art of record, fails to teach or suggest the combination 
of a main antenna probe and at least two or more directionality-adjusting antenna 
probes located in proximity to the main antenna probe, wherein the directionality- 
adjusting antenna probes are fed with opposite-phase electric currents with respect to 
the phase of the electric current fed to the main antenna probe, and a phase difference 
between the phase of the electric current fed to the main antenna probe and a phase of 
the opposite-phase electric currents fed to the directionality-adjusting antenna probes is 
in a range of tt ± tt/2 rad. Therefore, independent claim 1, as well as all respective 
dependent claims, is allowable over the prior art of record.
